To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  N.  H.,  in 
the  County  of  Hillsborough  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said  Frances- 
town  on  Tuesday,  the  8th  day  of  March  next,  at  ten  of  the  clock 
in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the 
same. 

3.  To  see  how  much  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  highways. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State  aid  and  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  procure  same  for 
construction  of  class  2  roads,  or,  will  vote  to  accept  State  aid  for 
construction  of  class  5  roads  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sufficient 
sum  to  procure  same.

Report  of  Librarian 

It  will  readily  be  seen,  in  comparison  with  last  year's  report, 
that  there  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  circulation  of  both 
books  and  magazines,  which  is  most  encouraging.  The  books  that 
have  been  purchased  have  been  the  best  of  their  kind,  and  visitors 
to  the  Library  often  remark  on  the  unusually  up-to-date  line  of 
books  we  have  for  a  small  town  library.  It  is  largely  through  the 
efforts  of  one  of  our  trustees,  Henry  B.  Hill,  that  we  are  able  to 
get  these  books  at  a  much  greater  reduction  than  would  otherwise 
be  possible. 

The  branch  library  at  Miss  Annie  Clark's  continues  to  be  a  suc- 
cessful project,  and  we  are  glad  to  again  extend  our  thanks  to  Miss 
Clark  for  her  splendid  cooperation. 

The  library  continues  to  open  two  days  a  week;  Tuesday,  from 
12  noon  until  2  o'clock,  and  Saturdays  from  2  o'clock  until  eight 
in  the  evening.  During  the  school  summer  vacation  it  was  thought 
well  to  change  the  Tuesday  noon  hours  to  Wednesday  evenings 
from  6  o'clock  until  8.  As  this  proved  popular,  it  will  be  con- 
tinued again  this  summer. 

Our  contact  with  the  State  Library  and  the  Public  Library 
Commission  has  been  maintained,  and  we  have  been  able  to  obtain 
books  from  these  sources  that  otherwise  we  would  have  been 
unable  to  get.  From  the  State  Library  we  have  got  books  on 
special  subjects  for  our  readers,  and  from  the  Public  Library  Com- 
mission we  have  had  the  traveling  libraries  for  both  adults  and 
juveniles;  as  these  libraries  consist  of  from  25  to  30  books  each, 
and  can  be  kept  three  months,  they  have  made  a  welcome  addition 
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to  our  circulation.  The  postage  on  these  books  has  been  taken 
care  of  by  the  fine  money,  and  so  are  available  to  our  patrons  at 
no  cost  whatever  to  them. 

The  library  has  had  many  generous  gifts  this  year.  These  are 
always  gratefully  appreciated. 

While  no  new  projects  have  been  started,  we  feel  that  we  have 
made  progress  in  the  work  already  undertaken,  and  are  glad  to 
be  of  service  to  our  readers  at  any  time.

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SUPERINTENDENTS  REPORT 

To  THE  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Francestown: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

Supervision 

Without  reducing  any  of  the  usual  routine  activities  of  super- 
vision discussed  in  previous  reports,  I  am  attempting  this  year  to 
give  particular  emphasis  to  reading.  This  emphasis  is  being 
directed  along  two  lines, — first,  with  the  reading  activities  of  the 
child's  first  year  in  school,  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  number  of 
failures;  and  second,  in  grades  above  the  first,  to  overcome  the 
difficulties  some  children  have  in  reading,  by  diagnosing  their 
troubles  and  providing  some  degree  of  remedial  instruction. 

Recent  years  have  brought  many  changes  in  the  theory  and 
practice  of  teaching  beginners  to  read.  The  results  of  scientific 
investigation  have  given  us  a  clearer  understanding  of  the  way 
children  learn.  The  process  of  learning  to  read  is  made  up  of  five 
rather  clearly  defined  stages  of  development.  In  each  of  these 
stages  very  definite  aims  have  been  set  up  and  until  the  child  has 
attained  certain  standards  of  achievement  in  the  first  stage,  we 
cannot  expect  him  to  go  on  successfully  in  the  next  stage. 

We  call  the  first  of  these  five  the  "Preparatory  Stage."  Children 
enter  first  grade  with  varying  degrees  of  readiness  and  the  first 
task  of  the  teacher  is  to  discover  the  degree  of  readiness  of  each 
child  and  to  provide  experiences  which  will  supplement  those 
the  children  have  already  had  in  the  home  and  community,  in 
order  to  bring  about  as  rapidly  as  possible  certain  physical,  social, 
and  emotional  adjustments,  and  supply  a  background  of  ideas  and 
a  freedom  in  conversation  which  will  enable  the  children  to  enter 
the  second  stage  of  reading  on  as  nearly  an  equal  basis  as  may  be 
possible.  However,  it  is  obvious  that  not  all  children  will  be 
ready  for  the  second  and  succeeding  stages  at  the  same  time,  and 
our  greatest  administrative  problem  is  to  so  organize  the  work  that 
each  child  may  be  able  to  progress  at  his  own  best  rate. 

The  second  stage  of  development  in  reading  includes  the  pre- 
primer  period,  when  the  child  becomes  able  to  read  simple  sentence 
units;  the  primer  period,  where  he  learns  to  read  units  of  two  or 
more  sentences  fluently  and  understandingly ;  and  the  first  reader 
period  when  he  learns  to  read  simple  material  quite  independently, 
becomes  absorbed  in  getting  the  meaning,  and  enjoys  reading  by 
himself.  This  is  ordinarily  the  extent  of  a  child's  progress  during 
the  first  year  in  school,  but  there  are  always  some  children  who 
have  completed  these  two  stages  before  the  end  of  the  first  year, 
and  others  who  need  more  than  one  year  to  accomplish  it  success- 
fully. 
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We  are  attempting  this  year  to  send  reports  of  progress  to  par- 
ents in  forms  that  indicate  quite  minutely  to  what  degree  the  child 
has  met  the  standards  set  up  for  each  period  of  learning  to  read, 
believing  that  the  parent  should  know  as  intimately  as  possible 
the  progress  made  by  his  own  child. 

The  work  in  remedial  reading  in  the  upper  grades  has  not  yet 
been  so  definitely  organized  as  I  have  just  described  for  the  first 
grade.  Progress  has  been  made,  however,  and  all  of  the  teachers 
are  giving  special  study  to  methods  of  remedial  reading,  some  of  the 
necessary  testing  has  been  done,  and  some  remedial  teaching  is 
being  done.  A  more  complete  report  of  this  work  will  be  given 
next  year. 

School  Organization 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  teaching  staff,  except  the 
addition  of  a  music  supervisor  Miss  Elaine  Ellis  of  Henniker,  who 
spends  one-half  day  each  week  dividing  her  time  between  the  two 
rooms.  This  work  is  a  valuable  addition  to  the  general  education 
of  children  and  in  my  opinion  should  be  continued. 

The  report  of  the  School  Nurse  follows  this  report  and  indicates 
the  type  and  extent  of  her  activities  in  the  important  field  of 
health  supervision. 

The  usual  compilation  of  statistics  also  follows  this  report  and 
shows  that  the  record  for  attendance  and  tardiness  is  above  the 
average. 

Budget 

Francestown  received  a  state  aid  check  this  year  of  $157.75. 
Since  the  unexpended  balance  of  three  years  ago  has  been  entirely 
absorbed,  the  state  aid  check  for  next  December  will  be  for  the 
full  amount  of  the  allotment  on  the  budget  of  this  year,  $571.71. 
This  amount  would  have  been  $97.92  larger  if  the  legislature  at  its 
last  session  had  appropriated  a  sufficient  amount  to  meet  the 
demands  of  all  the  state  aided  districts,  but  the  appropriation  was 
some  $22,000  too  small  and  this  reduction  has  to  be  pro-rated 
among  the  districts  receiving  state  aid. 

The  several  items  in  the  budget  prepared  for  1938-1939  do  not 
differ  in  amount  materially  from  last  year's  budget,  except  in  the 
following  two  items:  Minor  repairs  and  expenses  is  estimated  at 
$100  because  some  extensive  changes  appear  to  be  necessary  in  the 
drainage  system.  The  estimate  for  High  School  Tuition  is  $1700 
due  to  the  fact  that  only  two  Francestown  pupils  will  graduate  from 
high  school  in  June,  while  the  present  eighth  grade  graduating 
in  June  numbers  seven.  These  increases  are  largely  offset  by  the 
increased  allotment  of  state  aid  so  that  the  appropriation  required 
is  $5,628.29,  which  is  an  increase  of  $140.29  over  last  year's  re- 
quirements.
